gave the American people a sense of national unity, 'lo t h a t 
idea they did not come naturally. 
An emphasis on the rights 


of slates grew logically out of ihe individual asserliveness oi 
the revolutionary period. 
At Ihe opening of Ihe last century 


we were all, North and South, as occasions invited, more or 
less reliant on stale sovereignly. Ami we usually referred to 
our structure of government as a confederacy. At about Ihe 
right lime Websler rame along, and with an imagination 
which pictured the national aspiration, drilled that into Ihe 
American people in a series of orations, Ihe stalely eloquence 
of which has rarely been equalled and never excelled. The 
Washington monument was building in the great days ot 
Websler. 
Its memorial blocks, contributed by various slates, 


municipalities and civic bodies, still bear silent testimony to 
Ihe extraordinary power of Ihe Massachusetts senator over 
the thought of liis lime. To Ihe national idea he asked not 
only the slates lo subordinate their individual interests, but to 


• it he siibordinaled his own nalive intuitions in regard to hu-

great sacrifice. 
Dying in -.--I'S}^, Websler was not permitted 


to see the laml'i-enl in that fratricidal strife which he, belter 


' than any other man of his lime, had foreseen.

struggle came, the national spirit which his eloquence had 
aroused beat in the hearts of Ihe armies of the Union. l:ven 
the great Whig stales of Ihe South,.because loyal lo his leach- 
ings','entered'into Ihe confederacy, reluctantly or not at all. 
And'everywhere that the. appeal'lo Ihe Union arresled the 
wandering steps of men it was because of that national senti- 
ment which Websler, more Hum anybody else, had through 
Ihe years been building up. 
Verily he was the 'Del'endei of 


the Constitution.' "
